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First Ladies: 'Libbers' Too Demanding

MEXICO CITY (AP) - The wives of the Egyptian and Philip- 


pine presidents say the women's rights movement should not 
become a competition against men. 


Imelda Marcos of the Philippines, in a speech prepared for the 


International Women's Conference, and Jihan Sadat of Egypt, in 
an interview, contended that the feminist movement in the United 
States and oilier prosperous nations is too demanding and anti- 
male. 


"The demand for equality has too often had overtones of 


revenge, the venting of grievances, the acquisition of advantage, 


the aggression of concealed hatred and envy," said Mrs. Marcos in 
a keynote address to the conference today. 


The feminist movement "should not and need not be antimale." 


she said. "Women arc not adversaries, the enemies of men, but 
their equal partners." 


She said the Oriental woman "has not sacrificed her femininity 


to individualism but has rather enhanced it with participation. She 
has not striven for a sterile status but has preferred to play her 
true role in nature and human society." 


In an interview Thursday, Mrs. Sadat said the emancipation of 


woman "should not become a competition against man or turn into 
the kind of extremism that it has in the United States." 


She said emancipation should not wreck the companionship

Giancana, a reputed leader in 
the Chicago crime syndicate 
who was recently linked to 
alleged CIA plots to kill Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro, 
was found shot to death in his 
home Thursday night, police 
said. 


Giancana, 65, had been shot 


once in the right corner of the 
mouth and five times in the' 
neck, according to Oak Park 
Police Chief Wilbur Reichert. 


No weapon was recovered, but 


six .22-calibcr shell casings 
were 
found 
on the floor, 


Reichert said. 


"It seems like a professional 


hit, but the small caliber of the 


gun bothers us," 
he said. 


Gangland slayirigs often are 
committed with shotguns or 
large-caliber weapons. 


About $1,400 in cash was 


found on the body, Reichert 
said, leading authorities to dis- 
count robbery as a motive for 
the snooting. 


Caretaker Joseph DiPersio, 


82, discovered the body lying 
face up on the kitchen floor in 
the basement of Giancana's 
home in this western Chicago 
suburb, Reichert said. 


DiPersio and his wife had 


been watching television in a 
second floor room of the house, 
but they said they heard no 
gunshots, possibly because their

The sun's 
thermal energy is free, inexhaustible 
and non-polluting. It is estimated that 
the energy in the sunlight falling on 
Lake Erie in a single day is greater

Five years ago, the federal govern- 


ment spent virtually nothing on solar 
research. In 1974, however, congress 
passed two bills to promote solar- 
energy development. One bill es- 
tablished a five-year, $60 million 
program 
to enable the National 


Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion to carry out research, develop- 
ment and demonstration projects in 
solar.,heating and cooling. The other 
authorized a program designed to 
speed'the development and commer- 
cialization of advanced solar-energy 
technology. The eventual cost, the bill 
said, "may reach or exceed 
SI 


billion." 


Solar energy is viewed primarily as 


" a means of heating and cooling homes 
and other structures. According to the 
federal 
Energy 
Research 
and 


Development Administration, "The 
widespread use of energy from the 
sun for this*purpose would have-a 
significant/effect 
oh the nation's 


energy' 
consumption 
since 


approximately 25 per cent of the na- 
tion's energy is used to heat and cool 
buildings." 


A typical solar heating unit consists 


of a series of glass panels, usually 
mounted on the roof of a building and 
facing south at an angle of 40 to 60 
degrees. As water is pumped through 
pipes beneath the glass, it is heated 
by the sun's rays. The heated water 
may then be circulated for immediate 
use, or stored until needed. Stored 
water sometimes serves as the hot- 
water supply. Sometimes, also, heat 
is stored in beds of rocks or other 
heat-retaining materials. 
' 


: 
The main drawback of solar heating 


systems at present is their relatively 
high cost. Here again, though, 
Congress may lend a helping hand. 
As part of its scaled-down energy bill, 
the House recently approved a tax 
credit of up to $2,000 for the first 
$8,000 spent on solar heating-cooling 
equipment in a home. 


Bulk presents another problem. The 


thermal storage unit of a residential 
solar heating system occupies about 
1,000 cubic feet of space — the 
equivalent of a room. Thus, relatively 
few existing homes could readily be 
converted to solar energy. 


Looking ahead, energy experts en- 


vision huge "solar farms" where 
mirror-like collectors would concen- 
trate the sun's heat to make steam, 
which wduld in turn produce elec- 
tricity. The experts also hope to find 
a way of reducing the high cost of the 
silicon cells used in the solar panels 
of spacecraft. These cells can convert 
sunlight directly into electricity. 


The average American may know a 


lot more about the practical outlook 
for solar energy after this coming 
June 30. That's when the federal 
Energy Research and Development 
Administration is scheduled to submit 
a final report to Congress on ways to 
exploit the sun's power. 


According to John C. Sawhill, ad- 


ministrator of the Federal Energy 
Office, "It appears possible that by 
the year 2000 solar energy systems 
might be capable of supplying 5 to 10 
per cent of the total United States 
electrical requirements." The cost of 
converting to solar energy will be 


, enormous, but there is one major 
consolation: It is impossible to place 
in embargo on sunshine.

WASHINGTON - A Califor- 


nia - based silver and coin 
company, charged last year 
with swindling Jl billion from 
its customers, has nonetheless 
attracted to Los Angeles a full 
roster of distinguished par- 
ticipants for an economics 
symposium scheduled for June 
15-18. At least two members of 
Congress, one officer of the 
Treasury v Department 
and 


several 
dozen 
economists, 


newsmen and'business leaders 
are listed on the program. 


The company, Monex Inter- 


national Ltd., which advertises 
itself as a "primary supplier of 
gold, silver, platinum and 
currencies to the public", was 
accused last December by the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission of having deceived 
investors by selling silver it did 
not have. The SEC said Monex, 
also known as The Pacific Coast 
Coin Exchange, "illegally" sold 
$1 billion in nonexistent silver 
and coins to 25,000 investors 
over 
a 
four-year 
period, 


allegedly the largest fraud of its 
kind in United States history. 


The case is still pending in 


federal court in California. 


Meanwhile, Monex has con- 


tinued operations with an eye 
toward improving its image. 
The SEC says the Los Angeles 
symposium is part of that plan. 
"They want to be respectable," 
says an SEC lawyer, "what 
better way than to get a senator 
' or two under the company 
banner?" 


Actually, Monex will probably 


attract- only one senator as a 
symposium 
guest: 
Walter 


HixkUeston, a Democrat from 
Kentucky slated for a luncheon 
address. Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
R-S.C., was invited and had 
originally 
accepted, 
but

formed of the SEC suit; Thur-

Crane says through his Capitol 
Hill office that he knew about 
the Monex problems prior'to 
accepting the date. A member 
of his staff notes that Monex has 
not been convicted of anything, 
and at any rate the congress- 
man is not appearing to 
represent that firm: "He's 
taking part in an open discus- 
sion on the nation's economy —, 
you can't find anything illegal' 
in that" 


The legality of participation 


is not as clear in the case of a 
third 
U.S. 
government 


representative taking part in 
the Monex conference. An of- 
ficial of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Charles Scholia, accepted 
an invitation even though 
agency conduct rules prohibit 
employes from any enterprise 
which may bring legitimate 
criticism on the government.' 


For their parC Monex execu- 


tives say they have .changed 
their business methods since 
the government charges, and in 
any event the symposium is 
more of a public service than a 
commercial enterprise. The 
corporation's principal officer, 
Louis Carabini Jr., admits the 
public is being charged as 
much as $300 apiece to attend 
the four days of discussion, 
"but that is to pay expenses, not 
to make a profit." Carabini 
says part of the expenses in- 
volve fees for the participants; 
most are reported receiving 
four-figure honorariums for 
their services.

undertaking, about which the 
President was ignorant? Or 
believe •the White House" is 
somebody

If tie Vice President believes 


Kennedy played a role in those 
plots, he ought to spell it out. 
This is a mature country; it 
will survive the knowledge that 
yet another President was 
sneaky.

Perjury, which is lying under

The statute, 
however, is worded sufficiently 
ambiguously so that in practice

private citizens accountable for 
false statements to the govern- 
ment, but never applied that 
standard to one of its own of- 
ficials.

Professionally, a woman doc- 


tor is never immune to bias. 
Some nurses'resent assisting 
the woman physician, some 
male doctors and medical 
school administrators

people approach the doctor-pa- 
tient relationship with the atti- 
tude ot dependent children 
seeking help from the protective 
father. 


Obstacles aside, a woman can 


have a good career in medicine. 
Approximately 20,000 new doc- 
tors are needed every-year, and 
a woman can be a physician as 
well as a wife and mother. More 
than 
three-quarters 
of 
all 


female doctors are married and 
most have two or more children. 
Most women doctors cluster in 
pediatrics, 
psychiatry, 


pathology, 
public 
health, 


anesthesiology and internal 
medicine, and none of these 
specialties forces a person into a 
grueling schedule. In fact, 
medicine can be one of the most 
adaptable occupations.

There is no ideal diet for 


anything. At best, Dne can only 
try to approximate an ideal im, 
the hope that painful attacks of 
gall bladder will decrease in 
frequency and severity. 


In general, such a diet should 


be one that is relatively high in 
carbohydrates and free from 
fatty meats, fried foods, creamy 
and oily foods, chocolate, olives, 
butter, rich desserts and egg 
yolks. Egg whites can be used 


rather freely. 


Occasionally, with such a diet, 


there is a decrease in vitamin A 
content. Supplemental vitamins 
to replace this deficiency should 
be taken. 
> 


Many patients may find some 


particular food that "upsets" 
them. When they do, these foods 
should, be avoided. There is 
more than,ample nourishment 
in -a low fat diet that contains 
lean meats, fish, fowl, potatoes, 
vetetables, rice, spaghetti, cot- 
tage cheese, skim milk, fruits 
and cereals.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


John H, Dent, D-Pa., has asked 
the Treasury Department to 
investigate whether foreign au- 
lortiobiles are being sold at 
illegally low prices in the United 
States. 


At a ne\vs conference Thurs- 


day, the House labor subcom- 
mittee chairman said the U.S. 
should begin a 10-year program 
to cut imports. 


Dent said the country "cannot 


survive as an economically- 
sound and stable nation without 
curtailing imports." 


It is illegal for a foreign 


product to be sold for less in this 
country than in its country of 
origin. The practice is known as 
"dumping." 


Dent's dumping petition to 


Treasury includes 
virtually 


every; foreign car and some 
small pickup trucks. 


Allegations that some foreign 


manufactuers, including Volks- 


wagen, have been dumping cars 
on the U.S. market have ap- 
peared in news accounts, Dent 
said. 


The Treasury Department's 


position, however, has been that 
it can take no action until a for- 
mal complaint is made, he ad- 
ded. 


A spokesman for Dent said his 


action was a formal complaint. 


After releasing details of his 


dumping complaint, Dent said 
the United States should cut 
back 10 per cent a year for 10 
years on imported products that 
have taken over 50 per cent or 
more of the American market 
for tlie product. 


He said.imports should be cut 


back o per cent a year on those 
imports that have less than 50 
per cent of the U.S. market. 


The cutbacks would stop w;hen 


a market has only 5 per cent 
imports, provided that the U.S. 
has the capability of producing 
that same product, he said. 


Dent said the action is neces- 


sary' because U.S manufactur- 
ing capability is disappearing 
because of imports, including 
those manufactured overseas by 
American companies. 


He complained, for example. 


that Ford Motor Co. recently^ 


• closed a factory with 4,000 
H-orkers "at the same time Ihe 
lots around the country are 
loaded with Ford cars" coming 
in from overseas.

These are major features of 


the administration program, 
drafted largely by the Justice 
Department: 


—Automatic, though rela- 


tively short, prison terms for 
adulis convicted of skyjacking, 
kidnaping, 
narcotics

ficking, or using a dangerous 
weapon in committing other 
federal crimes, and for repeat 
offenders. A judge could waive a- 
prison sentence for a defendant- 
who was "mentally impaired,"

—Payments as high as $30,000 


to injured victims of federal 
crimes for losses not compen- 
sated by insurance, by similar 
state programs, or by other 
means. The'money would come 
from fines paid by federal of- 
fenders and from 20 per cent of 
the profits of the Federal Prison 
Industries. 


—Modest changes in federal 


gun control laws. Ford would 
ban the manufacture, assembly' 
and sale of cheap], handguns 


known as 
Saturday 
night 


specials, tighten.the licensing 
requirements for gun dealers, 
and establish a waiting period 
between the purchase of a gun 
and delivery to the buyer. Ford 
said he is "unalt?rably op- 
posed" to federal registration of 
guns or gun owners. 


—Extend the life of the Law 


Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration 
through 
1981, 


increase its authorized spending 
level from $1.25 billion to $14 
billion annually, and earmark 


the extra $50 million a year for 
crime-fighting programs in ci- 
ties. 


Ford specif rally rejected the 


"law and order" theme pushed 
by his predecessor, Richard M. 
Nixon, but his description of the 
crime problem was reminiscent 
of Nixon's.

behind him in the teller line" and said, "Get it 
in $100 bills," Butler said. The man and a 
companion made off with the money, he said. 
.- As he mowed his lawn'Wednesday, a car 
pulled up, its two well-dressed occupants 
flashed badges and said they bad nabbed the 
culprits in the May 30 robbery, he reported. 
"They said they had caught the two men that 
took $3,000 on May 30 and they wanted me to 
go downtown to headquarters to press 


charges," Butler said. En route, they told 
Butler the men they had caught had S4.000 on 
'them.

"I told theni I didn't lose $4,000; but that I 


had lost $3.000,", Butler said.. '^They said 
there must have been a mistake at the, bank 
.since they"recovered $4,000. They asked-rae 
to slop at the bank and withdraw 51,500 so 
they" could check the bank by running the 
money through a computer." 


Trusting the pair, Butler withdrew .the 


funds and the three went to (police, 
headquarters. Butler was left sitting on a 
bench outside the office of Police Chief Philip

Two hours later, still waiting for his money

Lawmakers Eye Gun Penalties

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Lawmakers concerned. about 
violations of gun laws are 
focusing on increased penalties 
for gun-related crimes rather 
than regulating the guns them- 
selves. 


Of 14 bills introduced this 


year dealing with guns and 
related crimes, 11 propose 


, mandatory or increased sen- 
tences.:Only three, "attempt to 
'.ban or otherwise regulate 
weapons. 


> And the only legislative action 
so far has centered on toughen- 
ing penalties for crimes com- 
mitted with guns. The House 


; Has approved a bill requiring a 
mandatory two-year additional 
prison sentence for a felony 
committed with a'•gun'. And.the 
House Judiciary Committee has 
reported out a bill requiring a 


mandatory $1,000 fine for 
carrying a concealed weapon, 
and mandatory oneand two-year 
prison terms for successive of- 
fenses. 


Judiciary Committee Chair- 


man Paul Rosenbaum, R-Battle 
Creek, says the focus on stiffen- 
ing penalties is. the result of 
current enforcement problems 
rather than the lobbying power 
of gun organizations. 


"The way the law reads now, 


it is .more than- adequate," 
Rosehbaum said."The problem 
is strict enforcement" v 
. A prohibition on 'handguns 
"wouldn't have a chance of 
coming 
out 
of 
House 


Judiciary,", he said. "If you 
can't enforce the laws, there's 
no sense in passing more of 
them. 


"We're trying to get at the 


illegal use of guns by criminals. 


xlf we make it so tough on-them 


they'll think twice about using 
them, that's a first step." 


The two bills may meet, a 


cooler reception in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee; however. 
The committee long ago con- 
sidered similar add-on penalties 
for crimes with guns, but 
dropped them.

Derezinski,

Muskegon. "But it doesn',t have 
a high priority." He said he 
would oppose the bill as written.= 


Committee Chairman Sen. 


Basil Brown, D-Highland Park,

ness who he "finds impressive" 
to testify againsfit Both Brown 
and Derezinski have expressed 
strong reseverations about the 
effectiveness of the bill. 


They question whether it 


would deter crime, whether 


lawmakers should tell judges 
what sentences to impose, and 
whether it would encourage plea 
bargaining. 


Brown .said stiff gun control 


should be the legislature's aim, 
not just locking people away for 
longer periods of time. 


"It's a backdoor approach —. 


it's poorly written land poorly 
conceived. It does nothing^" 
Browi said.of the bill. He added 
that its supporters are after.the 
political benefits of passing 
legislation that appears to: deal 
with the problems of crime and 
guns.

So the 
Georgia people are experiment- 
ing with different shipping con- 


tainers, trying to eliminate the 
warm, moist conditions that 
help blight. 


Using different containers, 


transplants are shipped to the 
Sodus farm from Georgia. Price 
then "plants them out" and sees 
whether different packages can 
prevent disease development. 


Meanwhile workers at the 


farm, including Manager Ar- 
nold 
Hafer, 
continue 
to 


experiment with direct seeding 
of tomato plants. "I'm not say- 
ing growers will ever do away 
with transplants," Price said, 
explaining that direct seeded 
tomatoes don't yield until Sep- 
tember. Still, direct seeding can 
be practiced by those fresh 
market growers who want a 
crop until frost. 


Price extends an invitation to 


any grower in the area to come 
by the farm any time and look at 
the tests. He stressed that the 
farm is operated with the ob- 
jective of helping growers. 


An unusual experiment will 


be tried at the farm this year. 
Instead of pushing the runners 
of melons into the row before 
cultivation, Price will leave the 
runners as they are and cut the 
tips off during cultivation.

their surplus cherries in the orchard or put them into the reserve 
pool will be presented. 
• If the CAB does not crder a set-aside, the grower meeting will be 
cancelled. The session is sponsored by the Extension Service. 
Frank Owen, general manager of the CAB, and Dr. Donald Hicks, 
Michigan State university agricultural economist, are the 
speakers. 


The first set-aside, ordered for the 1972 crop, covered 15 per cent 


of the crop in the Great Lakes cherry states. Roughly half of the 15 
per cent surplus was diverted (left in the orchards) that year and 
the remainder put in the reserve pool. Cherries processed and held 
in the pool until the market needed more cherries returned 
growers nearly double what they were paid for the rest of their 1972 
crop.

The growers who.put cherries in the pool in 1972 were charged 


9.47 cents per pound for processing and a year's storage. This 
year, the cost will be close to 13.69 cents a pound, the exact figure 
depending on the wholesale price of sugar on June 23. 


If a set-aside is ordered, it will be each grower's own individual 


choice whether he diverts his surplus fruit or puts it in the pool, 
according to Owen. 


And the decision to divert the fruit or go into the pool must be 


made and given to the CAB office in Hartford by July 1, Owen 
stated. A grower can split his surplus percentage between the pool 
and diversion, if he wishes. 


Those who opt to leave all or part of their surplus in the orchard 


will get orders from the CAB office on exactly which trees are to be 


diverted. The orders will be prepared by computer from orchard 
maps and other information already in the CAB's hands. 


According to Owen, the approaching tart cherry crop will not be 


as big as the 306 million pounds estimated at the start of the 1972 
crop. He suggested the crop this year will run around 280 million 
pounds, with Michigan having about 200 million of those. Last 
year, a total of 262 million pounds reached the processors.

Berrien Steps Back 
Into History; Mulls 
Problems Of Today

BERRIEN SPRINGS — Berrien county government took a giant step backwards 
yesterday.

Marching back into history to the roll of drums, the Berrien county board of 


commissioners held its regular monthly meeting in the county's original 
courthouse courthouse here after an 80-year absence. 
' 


But the issues the old structure heard debated yesterday were a far cry from 


what she heard 80 years ago — the last time a county governmental body met 
there before the county seat was moved from Berrien Springs -to St. Joseph in 
1895. 


The courthouse, when built in 


1839, cost a mere §2,500. By 
comparison, the county board 
yesterday paid one month's bills 
which totalled 
more than 


$445,000. 


The old gal also picked up 


some vocabulary which was new 
to her when the board during a 
busy June session discussed 
such things as CETA grants 
(Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act), EEA employes 
(Emergency Employment Act), 
revenue sharing funds, and a 
Metro crime unit. 


Early portions of the meeting 


were steeped in ceremony, 
which began with the ringing of 
the bells in the 136-year-old 
courthouse to proclaim 
the 


meeting. Then the color guard, 
to the step of a drum cadence, 
presented the U.S., state, and 
county flags. 


Chairman 
Leslie 
Fischer 


gavelled the meeting to order 
from the elevated rostrum, and 
Clerk Forrest H. Kesterke for- 
mally called the roll of com- 
mission members, who were 
seated around an ancient table, 
on loan to the courthouse for the 
meeting from Berrien township 


In connection with yester- 


day's historic event, the board 
discussed another upcoming 
historic event — the nation's 
bicentennial — and approved a 
logo (emblem) for Berrien's 
bicentennial commission. There 
.was also an introduction of 
many of the 75 to 100 guests who 
jammed the courthouse, includ- 
ing numerous former commis- 
sioners, current and past local 
governmental officials, 
and 


current county officials. 


A goodly portion of the meet- 


ing dealt with various federal 
grants, one of which was fund- 
ing for continuation of the Metro 
crime unit. 


The 
board 
unanimously 


approved second-year funding 
for the Metro unit, which it had 
earlier disapproved because of a 
complicated federal formula 
which would have obligated the 
county to third year funding and 
greater county expense. 


The second-year program, 


which runs to June 30,1976, will 
cost the county $51,648, of which 
about $19,600 will- be reim- 
bursed to the county by local 
law enforcement agencies which 
participate in the program. To- 
tal funding for the second year 
is $3i7,835, with the first nine 
months on a 95 per cent state- 
federal share and five per cent 
county share, and the last three 
months requiring a 50 per cent 
county match. 


Local law agencies 
par- 


ticipating in the Metro unit have 
agreed to provide 50 per cent of 
the personnel costs for officers, 
resulting in a cost of some 
$32,000 to the county for the 12- 
month program. 


In another matter relating to 


federal funds, the board agreed 
to make 15 jobs which were 
funded by HID EEA into per- 
manent county positions, with 
salaries 
for the 
15_ people 


already in the 1975 budget. 


Included were 10 jobs in the 


sheriff's department, one in the 
maintenance department, and 
two each in the clerk's office 
and animal shelter. 


On another federal grant 


matter, commissioners amend- 
ed the county's unemployment 
compensation system to make 
CETA employes eligible for 
unemployment compensation. 


If the employment of persons 


hired under CETA grants is 
termiriinated due to discon- 
tinuance of the funding, they 
will be eligible for benefits 
equai 
to those of county 


employes, and the county will 
be.reimbursed'by the federal 
government for benefits paid to 
such employes. 


The board also formally 


allocated $1.06 million In federal

NCAA President John.A. Fuzak told a House 


-education subcommittee the Ford administration 
: regulations will destroy the financial basis upon 
.which most universities operate their athletic 
programs for men and women. 


"A failure to provide some protection for 


'. revenues from those sports which enjoy significant 


public interest would eventually result in an erosion 
of that interest and consequently an erosion of those 
. revenues," said Fuzak, associate dean of the 
- college of education at Michigan State University. 


Fuzak said the Department of Health, Education 


and Welfare, which wrote the regulations, "has 
been absolutely unwilling to look at the economic 
structure and realities of college athletics, and has 
in effect insisted on treating revenue-producing 
sports in the same fashion as those — for either 
men or women — which are not revenue produc- 
tive. 


"We think' this attitude is just plain unin- 


telligent," he said. 


Fuzak made his remarks In a statement prepared 


for the subcommittee which is reviewing the 
guidelines implementing Title IX. 


The new rules, signed by President Ford and set 


to go into effect July 21 unless rejected by 
Congress, require equal treatment for males and 
females in gym classes, vocational training, finan- 
cial aid, faculty hiring and many other activities, 
especially athletics. 


Fuzak said the ultimate effect of the regulations 


are predictable. 


If gross revenues from such sports as football and 


basketball must be as available for women's sports 
as well as for men's, he said, "the inevitable result 
is a downgrading of football and basketball in 
quality and, ultimately, loss of spectator interest" 


He suggested that Congress declare a mora- 


torium on any application of Title IX to inter- 
collegiate athletic programs and require HEW to 
study its practical impact on the sports programs. 


Finally, Fuzak said, he wanted it understood that 


the NCAA does not advocate that revenueproducing 
sports be exempted from Title IX as, he said, had 
been reported. 


He said the NCAA has advocated that -gross 


revenues from revenue-producing sports be per- 
mitted to apply first to covering the expenses of 
maintaining those sports.

Patricia wrestle if they want to hold the event at the 
university. 


A spokesman for EMU said he understood the sponsoring 


group planned to allow Patricia to enter Friday's competi- 
tion. 


"States must take a leadership role in stamping out the 


denials of equal protection wherever they occur," the judge 
said. 


Patricia, who weighs 45 pounds, has won 38 out of 46 


• matches against boys her own age; Last month she tied for 


first place in a five-state wrestling tounament. 


Attorneys for the girl said because the AAU tournament 


is slated for the EMU athletic fieldhouse, a public institu- 
tion, the group must observe federal and state regulations 
barring sex bias. 


they asked the judge to block the entire tournament. ; 
EMU officials and Unison, the club sponsoring the tour- 


nament, argued the agreement between them was an in- 
formal rental arrangement which did not amount to a 
"slate endorsement or sanction of sex discrimination."

Levi has solemnly announced 
that it is unconstitutional for the 
President of the United States to 
order the death of a foreign 
head of state. President Ford 
has crossed his heart and 
pledged that he would never 
commit such a henious deed. 
Discussions in Congress have 
all the lineaments of a pen- 
tacostal prayer meeting. But 
just as I am about to succumb to 
this wave if piety, a question 
jars me: Would it have been 
unconstitutional, immoral and 
generally dreadful if some 
American intelligence agent 
had put a 30-calibre slug into 
Hitler's skull in, say, 1937? Or 
into Stalin's? My hunch is that 
even St. Thomas Aquinas, who 
spent a good deal of time pon- 
dering the problems of tyran- 
nicide, would have considered 
these to be Godly deeds. 


Of course, none of our poli- 


ticians want to be thrown out of 
Sunday school, but I wonder 
whether, if one penetrates the 
fulsome rhetoric, he might dis- 
cover that the objections to dis- 
posing of foreign potentates are 
basically 
prudential 
in 


character. To put it bluntly, as- 
sassination could become a 
growth industry. Indeed, at the 
risk of sounding like a professor 
of political theory (which I am), 
this was precisely the dilemma 
that troubled the "Angelic Doc- 
tor," 
Aquinas, 
and 
later 


Protestant theologians. Tyran- 
nicide could not be permitted to 
develop into a do-it-yourself en- 
terprise, and all sorts of 
elaborate restraints were for- 
mulated. '' 


However, since none of this 


fascinating material will be in- 
serted into the Congressional 
Record, let's turn to one case .of 
which I have some knowledge: 
the murder May 31, 1961, of the 
Dominican 
dictator 
Rafael 


Leonidas Trujillo Molina. By 
coincidence I had dinner in San 
Jose, Costa Rica with Juan and 
Carmen Bosch a week before 
Trujillo was murdered on his ' 
private road to the palace. 
Bosch had been in exile from 
the Dominican Republic for 
some 30 years, had escaped 
several attempts on his life by 
Trujillo's gunmen (who once 
kidnapped an opponent on 116th 
St., Manhattan, shipped him to 
Trujillo in a private plane for 
prolonged torture and death). 


Bosch — whose later record 


can be bypassed here except to 
note that he was no more a 
Communist than a Zen Buddhist 
(his reaction to our 1965 action 
was that of a frustrated de 
Gaulle) 
— 
was 
extremely 


gloomy-. Trujillo it seemed was 
going to last forever. It would be 
fradulent to try to recreate the 
exact conversation, but the gist 
of it was that Bosch had hoped . 
President John Kennedy would 
somehow dispose of Trujillo, 
but he believed that the recent 
failure at the Bay of Pigs would 
probably put an' end to all 
American action against Latin 
American dictatorships. There 
was no sympathy for Castro: 
Carmen Bosch was a Cuban 
democrat in background and 
dispised Batista and Castro 
equally. 


Skip now to January, 1963, 


when my wife and I were invited 
to his inauguration in Santo 
Domingo by the democratically 
elected President Juan Bosch. 
Among the things he said (and 
this for obvious reasons is 
engraved in my memory) was, 
"Thank God for your secret 
agents — they delivered the 
Dominican people from that 
monster." I didn't press for de- 
tails, but, having read Bosch's 
detailed account of the Trujillo 
regime, I confess I felt that 
whoever was responsible for the 
deed deserved a medal. 


The details were hardly a 


state secret. In fact, what 
surprises me is that newspapers 
today should be headlining 
matters 
which were public 


knowledge a decade ago. As 
Sam Halper of Timc.'writing in 
the 
New Leader 
(6-20-66) 


casually observed, the C.I.A. 
"supplied the arms that gunned 
down Trujillo." 


This brings us to the question: 


Did 
President 
Kennedy 


authorize it? If you recall that in 
the wake of the Bay of Pigs At- 
torney General Robert Kennedy 
practically became the Director 
of the C.I.A., he was probably 
aware of the plan. It is thus not 
inconceivable that he told his 
brother, "Jack, something is 
going on in the D.R. that you 
don't want to know about." And 
the President looked'out the 
window and said, "Bob, it really 
is a lovely.day."
